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SENATE PASSES 
BILLS FOR RISE 
IN POSTAL RATES: 
AND WORKER PAY 


Post Office ffice Measure’ 
Faces Veto — Boost 
for Other Employes 
May Be Accepted by 
Administration. 


WASHINGTON, March 1 
(AP)—The Senate has passed | 
bills that would sharply in- 
crease postal rates and the pay | 
of 1,500,000 federal workers. | 
However, the postal measure 
faces a highly uncertain fate. 

Republicans predicted the. 
postal bill would be vetoed by | 
President Eisenhower because | 
tre pay boost it would provide | 
for 500,000 postal workers is 
far greater than what the Ad- 
ministration wants. 

Raises for 1,000,000 classi- 
fied civil service workers, in- 
cluded in a separate bill, are | 
more in line with Administra- 
tion recommendations. 

Democrats said they  be- 
lieved the House would de- | 
cline to accept the temporary 
5-cent stamp on non-local let- | 
ters, the main new rate fea- 
ture in the Senate bill. They 
said they were sure the House 
would insist on a flat 4-cent 
letter rate which it voted last 
year for first-class mail. 

The rate increases voted by) 
the Senate last night would | 
bring in about $732,000,000 an- | 
nually in each of the next three | 
years. The pay boosts passed | 
yesterday would total $737,000,- 
000, more than offsetting the | 
new revenue to the Treasury. 

What House Favors. 

In passing its rate bill last | 
year, the House approved in- 
creases that would bring in) 
$527,000,000 a year in new| 
revenue. The House rate bill | 
contained no provisions for 
postal pay increases. 

Senator Frank Carlson (Rep.), 
Kansas, Administration spokes- 
man on postal legislation, said 
it might take months for Sen- 
ate-House conferees to work 
out a solution. 

He said in an interview = 
is hopeful the postal pay 
crease could be brought down 
to a figure which would b 
ceptable to Mr. iecchheien. | 

The President last Septem- | 
ber vetoed bills that would 
have allowed an average pay 
hike of 1212 per cent for postal 
workers and 11 per cent for 
classified employes. These were 
not tied in with rate increase 
legislation. 

The Senate last night tacked 
onto its rate bill an amendment | 
to boost the pay of postal em- | 
ployes by an average 1214 per | 
cent. 

This would include a 742 per | 
cent hike to each employe, plus | 
cost-of-living bonuses for low- 
paid workers. The total cost 
would be about $320,000,000 a | 
year. | 

Before the postal bill was | 
passed by voice vote, Carlson | 
offered a proposal for a flat 
812 per cent pay rise. This was 
1 per cent higher than he had 
been willing to go before and | | 
2% per cent more than Mr. | 
Eisenhower recommended last | 
month. Carlson’s’ substitute | 
was rejected 54 to 29. 

Civil Service Measure. 

Also passed by voice vote 
Was a separate measure to giv 
the 1,000,000 classified civil | 
service employes a 742 per 
cent pay rise. This would cost 
about $417,000,000 annually. 

The chief difference on rates 
between Senate and House 
bills is the Senate’s 5-cent 
stamp on out-of-town letters 

- for three years starting July 1. 
The rate om local letters would 
be 4 cents. 

The 5-cent rate is calculated 
to bring in an extra $175,000,- 
000 for each of the three years, 
with this money to be ear- 
marked for modernization of | 
postal facilities. 

The House voted for a flat | 
4-cent letter rate as compared 
with the present 3-cent stamp 
which has been in use since 
1932. The Senate voted for 


an 8-cent airmail rate, as com- | 
pared with 7 cents in the 
House bill and the present 6 
cents. | 

The Senate voted also big in- | 
creases in rates on newspaper, 
magazine and advertising mail, | 
but these were largely aoe | 
-to boosts provided by the | 
House.

Missouri's Penal Problem 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In your Feb. 25 editorial on the 
prison situation in Missouri, the 
statement is made that there is 
not a single trained professional 
penologist in the Department of 
Corrections. 

Perhaps my difference of opin- 
fon with you is semantical, or per- 
haps you intended not to include 
the director himself in your group- 
ing of untrained personnel. But I 
seem to remember that Col. Car- 
ter was chief custody officer at 
the Naval Retraining Center, at 
Portsmouth, N.H., which is our 
largest naval prison. 

You possibly do not consider 
this practical experience “train- 
ing” per se, and you possibly do 
not consider it an adequate sub- 
stitute for a major in penology at 
a liberal arts college, but you will 
have to admit that it is something 
over and above the “experience” 
of the ordinary political appointee. 

You also mention the fact that 
there should be some kind of out- 
side inspection group, similar to 
the New York Prison Society. This 
is a meritorious idea, to be sure, 
but while we are out looking for 
prospective inspectors, Col. Car- 
ter’s plan to use prison labor to 
improve some of the state parks 
deserves support. 

The main opposition to this plan 
is apparently coming from unions, 
who are afraid that the use of 
prison labor will destroy their 
jobs. Prison labor will not take 
away jobs from anyone, because 
the state could not afford to hire 
labor for this type of — Q 


Algoa is a tragedy. Not just 
because of the condition it is now 
in, Dut because I doubt that re- 
pairs, as proposed, will fulfill the 
purpose for which the institution 
was established. 

I gather that no thought has 
been’ given to the rehabilitation 
and upkeep of the men. 

Would it be’ unreasonable to 
think of the men first, instead of 
the appearance of the place? 

Where do we get these so-called 
“administrators”? The idea that 
we trusted- them with precious 
young lives to rehabilitate is re- 
volting. They must have nothing 
but contempt for their fellow man. 


Isn't it in our power to give the 
inmates civilized administrators 
and guards? 

Why not give the prisoners the 
job of redecorating Algoa? Can't 
we give them tools to work with, 
instructions for building and cre- 
ating’ their furnishings, and give 
them paint, wallpaper, brushes and 
any equipment they need? 

Certainly it would save the tax- 
payers’ money, the administrators 
their face and furnish the prison- 
ers with pride and responsibility 
for their living quarters. This 
would be rehabilitation!

“Governmental Research Institute’s report 
on the proposed 21-cent school tax rise is 
probably the most technically competent and 
detached analysis of the proposition that St. 
Louis voters are likely to get. So the clear 
implication of that report—that. the school 
system needs the money—provides a sound 
and objective base for an intelligent decision 
at the polls March 18. 

As the Institute’s analysis makes clear, 
about 3 1-2 cents of the ‘total rise is required 


,merely to maintain the current level of 


school operations. The other 17 1-2 cents 
would help to raise teachers’ salaries, hire 
additional teachers to meet the demands of 
projected higher enrollments and to perform 
certain building maintenance work financed 
from operating funds. 

Even with the $200 increase across the 
board to the teaching staff, salaries in St. 
Louis still will be somewhat below the median 
of the 25 largest school systems—that is, 13 
of those systems still will pay higher salaries 
than St. Louis. 

The Institute quite properly raises the pos- 
sibility that the school revenue picture may 
not be quite so bleak as the School Board 
seems to think. Unspent appropriations may 
raise actual year-end balances and state aid 
may be greater than anticipated. This would 
make little appreciable difference—a cent or 
two in the tax rate—in the total.need. But 
if it did, the Board always could reduce the 
total rate in the second of the two years that: 
the $1.51 levy would remain in effect. 


In that connection the institute suggests, 
and most friends of the schools would agree, 
that financial requirements for instructional 
purposes are so great that no opportunity 
should be missed for cutting costs in non- 
instructional areas. The reference clearly is 
to-the patronage-ridden Building department. 
The Board’s unwillingness to grapple serious- 
ly with the problem of reform in this depart- 
ment is unforgivable. Even so, it is irrelevant 
to the basic question of the higher school tax. 

The system needs the $1.51 levy and the 
people ought to vote it. Then they can tackle 
the problem of reform. 


$40 an Acre in Illinois 


Secretary of Agriculture Benson’s four- 
state experiment with the idea of taking 
whole farms out of production has all but 
fizzled out, and this is too bad. The plan 
deserves a fair try. 

Secretary Benson declined to pay the prices 


. which Illinois, Nebraska and Tennessee farm- 


ers demanded to retire their farms from pro- 
duction for periods of five or 10 years. He is 
right. It remains to be seen whether a sim- 
ilar result will obtain in Maine, the fourth 
state in which the experiment was applied. 
Friday was the final date for bids from Maine 
farmers. < 

In Illinois more than 20,000 farms were 
offered for the program—about 10 per cent 
of the total number in the state—but the 
average bid ran to $40 an acre. This was 
clearly out of line. A $40 payment on Macon 
county corn land worth $600 an acre, say, 
would have represented a return of better 
than 61-2 per cent—and with absolutely no 
risk to the farmer. A $40 payment on $300- 
an-acre land would have produced more than 
13 per cent. 

Agriculture officials in Washington ex- 
pressed the opinion that many of the farm- 
ers were “feeling us out” to see whether a 
high bid would be acceptable. If so, the 
farmers now have their answer. That an- 
swer may have an effect on the results in 
Maine. : 

If farm bids in Maine turn out to be rea- 
sonable, Secretary Benson may want to seek 
new bids in Illinois, Nebraska and Tennessee. 


Bigger Than R.C. A. 


The criminal indictment which a United 
States grand jury in New York has brought 
against the Radio Corporation of America 
has to do with the average citizen at many 
points, 

It is related to the price, quality and con- 
tinuous improvement of the. radio and tele- 
vision equipment he buys. It is connected 
with the opportunity of small business con- 
cerns to survive in an era of business con- 
centration. Most important of all, it is linked 
to nation&l defense, for the suit comprises 
radar and guided missiles as well as radio 
and television, which are also essential to 
protection of the country. 

At issue is R.C.A.’s operation of a pool of 
some 10,000 patents and patent rights. The 
indictment follows the general lines of a civil 
suit brought by the Department of Justice in 
1954. 

The complainants claim that R.C.A. is 
monopolizing patent rights to inventions and 
dominating their introduction to consumers. 

They charge that American manufacturers 
have been deprived of foreign markets, in- 
ventors have been denied an opportunity to 
dispose of their patents in a competitive 
market, and consumers have been denied 
the opportunity to buy competitive foreign 
goods. 

They declare the company has forced com- 
peting firms into dependence upon it for 
patent rights and technical know-how. They 
say it has barred new developments from 
manufacture and use except insofar as orig- 
inated and controlled by R.C.A. They say 
R.C.A. has divided world markets with patent 
pools in Canada, Britain and Australia, and 
with electronics manufacturers in Holland 
and Germany. R.C.A. denies abuse of its 
patent rights. 

Patent laws were enacted in the United 
States to protect the inventor in the fruits 
of his genius. Business concerns soon learned 
how to abuse them to crush competition. 

Licensees were carefully selected and regu- 
lated so that only those who would play the 
noncompetitive game could play at all. 

Sometimes they. were required to take all 
of a huge block of patents or none, as R.C.A. 
is accused of demanding. 

Means were discovered of using patents 
oppressively even after their time limits had 
run. out or they had been ruled invalid in 
the courts, principally by the use of a great 
multiplicity of patents which enabled .the 
possessor to smother competitors under a 
blanket of lawsuits. As Fortune magazine re- 
ported some years ago, “Basic patents have 
mostly run out, yet no modern radio set or 
transmitter can be put together without risk 
of suit under thousands of patents many of 
which have been successfully challenged as, 
invalid.” The struggle to maintain beneficial 
effects of patents while at the same time

preventing abusive uses of these laws is a J 


complicated and never-ending one. The civil 
and criminal actions now- pending against the 
Radio Corporation of America are part of 
the struggle,:and touch issues which go to 
the very heart of both our domestic pros- 
perity and our national survival. ' 


Not Enough Said 


Did Shermazr Adams, Assistant to the Pres- 
ident, act improperly by intervening in a 
1953 case before the Civil Aeronautics Board? 
When Clark R. Mollenhoff of The Des Moines 
Register brought this up at a White House 
press conference, President’ Eisenhower. 
evaded the question. The President said: 

“Well, again you are bringing up a thing I 
have not heard of; but I will say this: There 
is a number of cases that come under the 
CAB that the White House must act on. Any 


‘ time that they refer or have anything to do 


with the foreign routes that CAB has author- 
ized or refuses to authorize, then the Presi- 
dent himself is required to make the final 
judgment. And, very naturally, my staff 
would want to get any additional information 
that I need. So, I would assume it is so on 
that case.” 

The 1953 case, however, had nothing to do 
with foreign routes, the White House or its 
staff. It had to do with the CAB’s proposal 
to revoke the license of North American Air- 
lines which was operating too-regular and 
too-frequent flights for a non-scheduled car- 
rier. Nevertheless, Sherman Adams wrote 
two letters from “Sherm” to “Murray” Choti- 
ner, the airline’s attorney, noting that he had 
discussed the case with the acting head of 
the CAB. North American did not lose its 
license and go out of business until four years 
later. 

The CAB has a rule intended to pro- 
tect its independence from just such inter. 
vention. The rule says, “It is improper that 
there be any private communications of the 
merits of the case to a member of the board 

in the case of any person, either in 
private or public life.” 

Yet President Eisenhower not only evaded 
a direct question about whether Mr. Adams's 
intércession was improper, but having evaded 
jit, told Reporter Mollenhoff: “I don’t want 
anything more about that.” 

Whether the President wants it or not, 
there ought to be “more about that” at the 
very next news conference. 


For Policing the Highways 


A bill giving the State Highway Patrol 
rights of search and seizure has been 
amende@® and approved by a Missouri Sén- 
ate committee, following. a personal appeal 
by Gov. Blair. As amended, the bill restricts 
search-seizure to vehicles on public roads. 
That means the Patrol will remain a Highway 
Patrol and not become a state police. Now 
the measure should become law. The his- 


toric reason for denying search-seizure was | 


Prohibition. That has vanished, and with it 
every reason for denying the State Patrol a 
normal and essential tool of law enforcement. 


A Touch of Tax Law Revision 


The House of Representatives has passed a 
bill to correct some of the inequities, unin- 
tended ones, in the federal income tax struc- 
ture. All the changes are of a minor nature, 
the most important perhaps being the repeal 
of special benefits enjoyed by retired couples 
in the eight so-called community property 
states: California, New Mexico, Arizona, 
Texas, Louisiana, Idaho, Nevada and Wash- 
ington. This is a recognition of the principle 


that citizens, no matter in which state they . 


live, should be on the same footing in deal- 
ing with the Bureau of Internal Revenue. 

The relatively slight gain in revenue ef- 
fected by this change seems to be offset by 
liberalization of the rules governing individ- 
uals and firgns doing business abroad. 

Under this measure, if it is approved by the 
Senate, the Treasury will have to make pub- 
lic the reasons given by educational founda- 
tions and other institutions in claiming tax 
exemption. .It is only fair that this knowledge 
should be available to those who do pay taxes. 

The bill, however, is not a major revision 
of the income tax laws. Over the years, one 
exemption after another, some justified and 
some highly doubtful, has been written into 
the law. This is the chief reason why the 
greater part of the national income goes un- 
taxed, If this progressive narrowing of the 
tax base were reversed, federal income could 
be considerably increased without raising tax 
rates. Washington might get, for example, 
the money it should be appropriating for 
education. 


Texas’s Primeval Sardine 


The sardine has long been the most insig- 
nificant appearing fish to-be found anywhere 
in the United States. Only two or three 
inches long, of wafer thickness, and pre- 
served in oil, it generally is encountered by 
the dozen in a tin small enough to fit a vest 
pocket. It provides that most apt simile for 


suffering riders of crowded buses, streetcars ° 


and subway trains. As a food it gogs with 
crackers and beer and the most dismal of the 
hors d’oeuvres. There is seldom a complaint 
if it is forgotten on a trip to the supermarket. 

But now the lowly sardine has suddenly 
been sputniked up over all other fish to be 
found in the grocery stores and fresh waters 
of the nation. The Smithsonian Institution 
reports that it has acquired from the Univer- 
sity of Texas a carcass of a 16-foot Xiphacti- 
nus—or Texas sardine—that dived 100,000,000 
years ago in a large sea that covered what is 
now the largest state in the Union. The 
Smithsonian, in paying tribute to Texas, com- 
ments that this sardine “must have been one 
of the terrors of the primeval ocean.” The 
next time we insert an inert sardine between 
two crackers we shall do so with much more 
respect than formerly. 


Like Milk, Like Water 


We congratulate the County Council for 
its approach to public health questions raised 
in connection with the decision by two major 
dairies to discontinue dating cartons of milk. 
The Councilmen are seeking technical advice 
from their Health Commissioner, Dr. Herbert 
R. Domke, and presumably they will act on 
it. Why don’t they apply the same principle 
to the technical public health questions raised 
in connection with fluoridation? Dr. Domke 
has recommended fluoridation of the water. 
What are the Councilmen waiting for?

SOVEREIGNTY, AN INQUIRY INTO 
THE POLITICAL GOOD, by: Bert- 
rand de Jouvenel. (University of 
Chicago Press, 320 pgs., $4.50.) 


Totalitarian governments are a 
characteristic of our mid-centur 
period. Hitler, Mussolini, Stalin a 
succeeding Russians are the recgnt 
dictator-names whose examples fon- 
demn totalitarianism as a threat to 
the dignity of the individtal. What 
is the theoretical framework which 
permits the exercise of such absolute 
power? How can it be checked? 


These are the main subjects of a 
new book in political theory by the 
scholarly French 
theorist, Bertrand 
de Jouvenel., He

De Jouvenel be- 
lieves sovereignty 
should be chgcked, and he goes 
to considerable length to demon- 
strate that historically there have 
been restrictions on the powers of 
government.

VATICAN CITY, March 1 
(AP)—Cardinal Samuel Stritch, 
archbishop of Chicago, was 
named today by Pope Pius XII 
as pro-prefect of the Roman 
Catholic Church's Congrega- 


tion for the Propagation of the 


Faith. 


Vatican circles said the ap- | 


pointment meant Cardinal 
Stritch will leave Chicago and 
become a member of the curia | 
of the church in Rome. A new | 
archbishop of Chiéago will be | 
named in his place. 

Vatican sources said Cardi- 


nal Stritch was the first Amer- | 


ican cardinal ‘ever «alled to 
Rome as a member of the 
church’s High Curia. He is the 
third non-Italian to be assigned 
to active leadership of the im- 
portant congregation. 

The present prefect of the 
Congregation for Propagation 
of the Faith, is Cardinal Pietro 
Furmasoni Biondi, who is 85 


years old. His advanced age 


has limited his activities, and 
the appointment of a pro-pre- 
fect is intended to relieve him 
of the weight of these duties. 
Congregation for the 
Propagation of the Faith is 
the seventh, in order, of the 12 | 
congregations which govern the | 


affairs of the Roman Catholic 


Church. 


The Pope, himself is prefect | 


of the first three, the Congre- 
gations for the Holy Office, the 
Consistory and the Oriental 
Church. 

The Congregation for the 
Propagation of the Faith origi- 
nated in a commission of cardi- 
nals set up by Pope Gregory 
XIII to seek a reconciliation of 
the divergent eastern branches 
of the church. The commission 
was @xpanded in its functions 
by Pope Clement VIII, and was 


created as a permanent con-* 


sistory of the church by Pope 
Gregory XV in 1622. 

It was charged with the spe- 
cific task of spreading the 
Roman Catholic faith through- 
out the world. It has wide au- 
thority in the field of the 
church’s missiOnary work, and 
in mission territories exercises 
the functions of other congre- 
gations of the church, as well. 

Cardinal Stritch, 70, was 
born in Nashville, Tenn., and 
was ondained a priest there in 
1910. He held church offices 
in Toledo, O., and Milwaukee, 
Wis., before his assignment to 


Chicago in 1939.

Georgia Teacher Stirs Storm 
By Putting White on Negro Bus 


LAKELAND, Ga., March 1 
(AP)—A _ white-haired school 
_ teacher has unintentionally 


| stirred up a segregation crisis 
in Lanier county. 

| Mrs. A. B. Baskin, 64 years 
old, allowed a white pupil, Pat 
| Taylor, 9, to ride home in a 
Negro school bus just before 
the Christmas holidays. 

Pat's parents, Mr. and Mrs 
Paul Taylor of the Knight com- 
munity, complained and soon 
the county was in ferment over 
the incident. The Taylors fi- 
nally signed a statement ab- 


solving ~ teacher,, but the 
grumbling Yspread and grew 
louder. 


The upshot was that Mrs. 
Baskin, a veteran of 21 years 
in the teaching profession, re- 
signed. But, she announced 
later, she has reconsidered and 
will ask the school board to 
reinstate her. 

The board and county super- 
intendent J. W. Threatte hold 
that, whatever her intentions, 
she made a serious mistake— 
one that could cost the county 
all of its state school aid. State 
law automatically withholds 
funds from any county aban- 
doning school segregation for 
any cause. 

Mrs. Baskin is a farm wife 
and mother of five grown 
children. One point disturb- 
ing her is whether her retire- 
ment benefits will be impaired. 
'She has been assured, she said, 
that she will still receive re- 
tirement. pay but not in the 
amount that she would if she 
continued teaching.
